nol be allowed lo stand in Ihe way if Ihe public as .a whole 
were lo be benefited.

(o-begin operations al an early dale. 
It may lake some lime 


to fully develop the "chain," but if Ihe projecl works, out 
according to expectations Ihere wjll be witnessed one of the 
greatest changes that have taken place in Ihe business world 
siiice Ihe days of rapid and asloundigchangcs-'were ushered in.
